We 
might  ascribe  this  insinuation  to 
your  gross  ignorance,  except  that 
you  assure  us  that  you  have

are  talking  about. 

You  mention  '-McKay’s 
‘proof’.”  putting  liid  word  proof 
in  deceptive  quotation  marks.  If

He  said  he  had  receiv- 
ed a telephoned  denial  from  the 
unnamed  Mr.  Benson’s  agent,  but 
that  he  was  not  satisfied  with 
this  and  requested  written  denial 
from  Mr.  Benson  because  he 
found  he  had  been  misinformed 
by  the  agent  on  a matter  referred 
to  in  the  letter. 

If  you  wish  to  criticize  Mr.  Mc- 
Kay for  this,  why  do  you  not  do, 
so?— but  you  should  be  at  least 
as  honorable  as  JVIr.  McKay  and 
stick  to  the  facts.  In  the  mean- 
time may  we  be  allowed  to  pre- 
sume that  he  is  telling  the  truth? 
Or  do  you  have  evidence  to  the 
contrary?  And  if  you  do,  why  do 
you  not  use  it,  and  attack  McKay 
for  something  he  actually  did  do 
or  say,  and  stop  presuming  him 
a liar  without  evidence?

“Ve^ 
few  people  work  their  way  up  through  the  industry  ail 
more,”  said  Fredickson.  Prospective  actors  of  any  kil 
usually  get  a start  in  a professional  acting  school.

a non-Asian  newsman  has  been 
able  to  get  inside  the  walls  of 
Peking’s  fortjidden  city  to  talk  to 
the  leaders  of  Red  China. 

Malley  reported  that  Chou  told 
him  in  a 2^  hour  interview  in  the 
forbidden  city  that  the  Chinese  are 
“determined  the  Americans  will 
not  succeed’’  in  Vietnam. 

Chou  told  Malley  China  is  “ready 
—tomorrow  if  need  be’’— to  send 
an  avalanche  of  volunteers  into 
North  Vietnam  if  Hanoi  should  ask 
assistance. 

Malley  said  Chou  scornfully 
lumped  the  Soviet  Union  with  the 
U.S.  as  an  enemy  of  Communist 
China.  Chou  and  other  Chinese  of- 
ficials “even  gave  me  their  private 
predictions  on  the  1968  presidential 
elections  in  the  Unit^  States,’’ 
Malley  wrote. 

Malley  said  Chou  told  him  China 


would  have  to  reconsider  its  pres- 
ent policy  if  U.S.  troops  should 
ever  invade  North  Vietnam. 

DON'T  APPROACH  BORDERS 

“Americans  won’t  be  allowed  to 
approach  our  borders.’’  Chou  was 
quoted  as  sayk^.  “Our  security 
would  be  at  s.ake.” 

Malley  said  Chou  tokl  him  a 
“sellout’’  peace  would  also  prompt 
China  to  eniX'r  ibe  Vte.nam  war. 

He  quoted  Chou  as  saying  that 
although  Russia  has  given  aid  to 
North  Vietnam,  the  Soviet  govern- 
ment believes  it  is  to  its  interest 
to  conclude  the  Vietnamese  war 
with  a compromise  which  would 
be  “tan.amount  to  defeat"  for 
Hanoi. 

Malley  wrote  that  despite  his  71 
years,  Chou  appeared  fit  and 
healthy.

The  U.S.  Office  of  Education 
estimated  that  the  570,000  men  and 
women  who  receive  bachelor’s  de- 
grees and  the  133.000  who  bet  mas- 
ter’s degrees  are  tlie  prime  targets 
of  job  recruiters.  Universities  also 
will  award  18,800  doctorates,  but 
many  of  these  people  already  are 
well  launched  in  tlwir  careers. 

In  its  survey,  Northwestern  ask- 
ed business  recruiters  to  list  the 
factors  that  handicapi>ed  them 
most  in  signing  up  new  talent. 

The  greatest  frustration  reported 
was  the  opinion  that  too  many 
students  were  going  on  to  graduate 
school  instead  of  taking  jobs  im- 
mediately. 

College  professors  also  were  crit- 
icized by  the  recruiters  for  their 
lack  of  “a  better  understanding  of 
our  type  of  business.” 

OUTLOOK  GOOD 

The  Northwestern  survey  cover- 
ed 200  firms  ranging  from  machin- 
ery and  heavy  equipment  to  banks, 
investment  houses  and  retail  estab- 
lishments. Endicott  said  that  all 
regularly  sent  recruiters  to  select- 
ed campuses. 

Of  those  polled,  136  companies 
considered  the  general  business 
outloc*  for  1967  to  be  better  than 
last  year,  56  companies  said  it  was 
about  the  same  and  6 said  the  sit- 
uation was  not  as  good.  Two  firms 
did  not  respond.  Endicott  said 
overall  demand  by  the  firms  for 
engineering  graduates  with  bach- 
elors degrees  was  up  104  per  cent 
over  1966,  while  demand  for  engin- 
eers with  a master’s  degree  was 
up  103  per  cent.  In  non-engineering 
fields,  demand  for  bachelors  w’as 
up  29  per  cent  and  demand  for 
masters  was  up  31  per  cent. 

For  non-en^neerii^  fields,  the 
survey  gave  these  average  month- 
ly starting  salaries  for  bachelors

(UPI)  — John  Miller  chipped  in 
from  50  feet  out  on  the  final  hole 
Saturday  to  close  the  door  on  Hou- 
ston’s Hal  Underwood  and  give 
Brigham  Young  the  championship 
in  the  20th  Pikes  Peak  Invitational 
Golf  Tournament. 

BYU,  down  by  five  strokes  after 
36  holes,  battled  back  to  beat  per- 
ennial NCAA  champ  Houston  and 
a dozen  other  teams  aiid  take  the 
championship. 

MILLER  MEDALIST 

Miller,  who  was  low  amateur  in 
the  U.S.  Open  last  year,  took 
medalist  honors  in  the  54-hole  tour- 
ney with  a 220,  including  a Satur- 
day round  of  72. 

Underwood  shot  a 75  Saturday  to 
tie  for  second  in  the  tourney  with 
Roger  Brown  of  Oklahoma  State. 
Both  had  a 225  total. 

The  final  round  Saturday  on  the 
Broadmoor  Course  near  here  was 
played  in  a light  drizzle  and  39 
degree'  temperature. 

TWO-STROKE  WIN 

The  winning  BYU  Cougars  fin- 
ished with  a total  of  919,  two 
strokes  better  than  Houston  at 
921.  'New  Mexico  was  third  at  932, 
followed  by  Oklahoma  State  and 
the  Air  Force  Academy. 

Individually  the  other  BYU  golf- 
ers were  Mike  Taylor  at  237,  Lane 
Bennett  at  238  and  Kean  Ridd  with 
239. 

But  the  Cougar  victory  came 
chiefly  at  the  hands  of  Miller.

Miller  chipped  in  from 
off  the  carpet  for  his  par.

Brigham  Young  University’s 
baseball  team  went  on  a hitting 
rampage  Saturday  in  Logan— ex- 
ploding for  31  hits  and  ^ runs  in 
a double  header— to  hand  Utah 
State  13-6  and  15-3  losses. 

The  twin  victories  pushed  the 
Cougar  record  to  30  wins  against  11 
losses,  which  ties  a school  record 
for  the  number  of  wins  in  a sea- 
son. 

LAMB  HERO 

Among  the  heroes  in  Saturday’s 
games  is  Dennis  Lamb,  who 
emerged  from  a hitting  slump  to 
rap  three  home  runs,  a triple,  and 
a pair  of  singles.  The  senior  third 
baseman  batted  in  10  runs  and 
scored  five  times  against  the  Ag- 
gies. 

Shortstop  Steve  Davis  knocked 
two  round-trippers,  a double  and 
a single  adding  four  RBI’s  and 
scoring  four  runs  to  the  Cougar 
cause. 

Jerry  Scheurn,  playing  left  field 
in  the  second  game,  slammed  a 
triple,  double,  and  two  singles  in 


six  times  at  bat.  Catcher  Pal  Eld- 
redge  went  three  for  four  from  the 
plate,  scoring  once  and  contribut- 
ing two  RBI’s. 

HURLERS  STAR 

Duane  Gustafson  and  Fred  Cav- 
iglia  were  credited  with  the  pitch- 
ing victories,  although  they  re- 
ceived help  from  Jim  Englehardt 
and  Bob  Foderaro.  Gustafson 
homered  in  the  second  contest  to 
help  his  pitching  effort. 

Caviglia  and  Englehardt  com- 
bined in  the  first  game  to  strike 
out  10  Aggies  in  seven  innings. 
Gustafson  and  Foderaro  fanned 
13  opponents  in  the  nine-inning 
night  cap. 

Coach  Glen  Tuckett  mused  after 
the  game:  “It  was  one  of  the 
best  performances  we’ve  had  this 
year.  We  hustled,  hit  well  and 
played  good  ball.” 

BIG  LEADS 

Getting  a healthy  lead  in  both 
games,  the  Pumas  started  the 
opener  by  scoring  three  runs  in 
the  first  inning.

Fossiliz3d  ferns  containing  per- 
fectly preserved  spores,  “the  or- 
iginal organic  matter,  but  highly 
comcressed,”  were  discovered  on 


a recent  botanical  field  trip  to 
south  eastern  Utah,  according  to 
Dr.  William  D.  Tidwell,  BYU  pale- 
obotanist. 

The  ferns  are  of  various  species, 
but  one,  matonidium,  appears  to 
be  very  closely  related  to  a mod- 
ern fern,  Matonia.  The  latter  is 
found  only  in  Indonesia  and  Malay- 
sia today,  being  tropical  or  sub- 


tropical in  distribution.  The  fos- 
silized ferns  are  frcm  the  Lower 
Cretacious  geologic  period,  which 
was  about  100  to  IcO  million  y^ars 
I ago,  according  to  some  authorities. 

The  ferns  are  bring  examined 
I to  determine  the  relationships  'to 
; modern  forms,  after  which  an  ecol- 
ogical study  of  the  ancient  fonns 
will  be  done  by  Dr.  Tidwell  and 
his  assistants.  Dr.  Tidwell  is  tha 
only  resident  paleobctanist  in  Utah, 
and  specializes  in  the  study  of 
ancient  plants.

New  Department  Created 


The  East  is  coming  to  BYU. 

The  culture,  language,  history  and  litera- 
ture of  Near  and  Far  East  countries  are 
coming  to  BYU  via  the  introduction  of  the 
new  Department  of  Classic  and  Oriental 
Languages  and  upper  division  courses  in 
Greek  and  Chinese, 

“The  Department  will  include  Latin, 
Greek,  Hebrew,  Arabic.  Chinese,  Jannnese, 
and  Korean  languages,”  said  Tom  Mackay, 
instructor  of  languages. 

Earlier  in  the  semester  the  Administra- 
tion officudly  approved  the  bachelor’s  de- 
gi-ec  in  Greek  and  Chinese. 

The  department  will  offer  courses  in 
Greek  and  Latin  classics,  said  Mackay.  Also 
other  subjects  in  English  translation  will 
Itp  available:  Greek  and  Roman  ^Tythology, 
Greek  Drama,  and  surveys  of  Greek  and 
Latin  Literature. 

“Second  year  Greek  students  will  be 
reading  Plato,  Homer,  and  Euripides,”  he 
said.  “And  second  year  Latin  students  will 
study  Caesrii’,  Cicero,  and  Virgil.” 

CHINESE  MA.JOU 

Next  fall  will  also  mark  the  first  year 
for  Chinese  cou:*ses  other  than  sections 
413-444,  according  to  Gary  Williams,  Chin- 
ese instructor, 

Williams,  who  came  to  BYU  in  Sent, 
after  four  years  as  an  instructor  at  the 
Uni\’ersity  of  V/ashington  and  one  year  in 
Taiwan,  has  become  a sparkplug  in  the 
BY”!^  Chinese  faculty  deficiency. 

Despite  the  rapid  introduction  of  Chin- 
ese in  high  schools  around  the  country, 
“We  have  the  advantage  of  returned  mis- 
sionaries that  no  other  university  has,”  said 
Wiliams.  “We  hone  that  we  can  develou  a 
more  sophisticated  program  than  the  other 
schools.” 

So  far,  eight  students  have  decided  to 
obtain  a Chinese  major.

Students  in  teacher  education 
should  check  their  program  and 
plan  ahead  to  avoid  &e  risk  of  be- 
coming fifth  year  seniors. 

This  warning  came  from  Eldon 
Puckett  of  the  Teacher  Education 
Dept. 

He-  said  many  students  will  be- 
come fifth  year  seniors  this  year 
who  could  have  graduated  within 
four  years  if  they  had  checked  the 
requirements  in  advance. 

Puckett  told  of  a BYU  coed  who 
will  not  be  eligible  to  take  teach- 
er education  301  next  fall  because 
the  course  requires  passage  of  the 
grammar  and  spelling  test.  She 
had  failed  the  test  in  two  attempts 
; last  semester  and  had  not  bothered 
1 to  learn  the  next  step.  She  must 
’ now  wait  until  next  fall  to  take 
; “guided  studies  15”  which  is  a pre- 
‘ requisite  for  taking  the  test  again. 

SUGGESTIONS 

To  avoid  such  problems  Puckett 
suggested  that  students  should 
take  the  spelling  and  grammar 
test  either  late  in  their  sophomore 
year  or  early  in  their  junior  year. 

If  the  student  fails  the  test  the 
first  time,  he  must  wait  six  weeks 
before  he  may  try  again.  During 
this  time  he  should  study  a pro- 
grammed text  which  is  available  to 
help  him  review  his  weaknesses 
and  pass  the'  test. 

Also,  if  a student  signs  up  for 
the  test,  he  should  make  every 
effort  to  take  it  then.  Over  60  stu- 
dents who  signed  up  for  the  last 
test  did  not  show  up.  Many  others 


were  turned  away  because  the 
limited  testing  facOities  were  ex- 
pected to  be  full. 

Puckett  said  a second  major 
problem  is  students  changing  their 
minor.
